Great Moments of Faith

There are many paradoxes in human life, there are 
many mysteries which by their nature cannot ever be 
nnclrrslood or solved by human beings.

One is the fact that surrender to a Power higher 
than one's self brings strength to a human being and 
with that surrender in the spirit of "Thy will be done," 
miracles are wrought which cannot ever be explained.

An inner faith in a moment of terrible crisis re­ 
flects an outer glow which even savages recognize and 
respect as an unexplained sign of the greatness of a hu­ 
man soul.

Such a faith endows a human being fortunate enough 
tr> find it. with the strength to su-vive ordeals and to sur­ 
mount adversities which are beyound the power of hu­ 
man strength alone.

Such a faith came to Mary Row la nelson on the 10th 
of February. 1675, when her village of Lancaster (Mass.) 
was destroyed by Indiana.

Her narrative is much too horrible by today's stand­ 
ards to repeat in detail, it is enough to relate generally 
what happened to Mrs. Rowlandson.

SHE SURRENDERS
She survived simply because she surrendered her des­ 

tiny to a Power higher than herself, a great act of faith 
which in turn produced a great reservoir of strength.

The moment came when Mary Rowlandson was 
trapped between roaring flames which were devouring 
her home and howling savages who waited outside the 
door.

Almost as soon as she emerged, a bullet passed 
through her side and through the body and the hand of 
the child she was carrying.

Others ran blindly in fear, they knew not where, and 
were slain. A man begged frantically and offered money 
In exchange for his life but the Indians merely laughed 
at his pleas while they bashed his head to a pulp.

Mary Rowlandson stood with her child in her arms 
and faced the Indians calm and serene   incarnate Ma- 
danna and Child   though her body was wracked by a 
painful wound a»d her mind was in torment from the 
sights of a massacre raging about her.

"The Lord hereby would make us the more to ack­ 
nowledge His hand," was the way she later phrased the 
faith which possessed her, ."and to see that our help Is 
alwavs in Him." j

Ther* was something in the far* and presence of 
Mary Rowlandson which that day stayed the hands of 
the executioner* of Lancaster who slew all in sight but 
she and the child in the sanctuary of her arms.

THE ORDEAL
There al c o was something within her which carried 

her through the ordeal that lay ahead.
"It. is not my tongue or pen can express the sorrows 

of mv heart and bitterness of my spirit, that T had at 
this departure ffrom the ruin?! of Lancaster)." she later 
write. "But. God was with me in a wonderful manner, 
carrying me along and bearing up my spirit, that It did 
not quite fail."

One of the mounted Indians carried her wounded 
child as Mary trudged along beside the horse.

Hearing the child's cries, Mary took it in her arms. 
She fell only to get up and walk again. The Indians put 
her and child upon a horse but Jhere was no saddle and 
mother and child soon topple/I to the ground.

"T thought we shbuld there have ended our days, as 
overcome with so many difficulties," she wrote, "but 
the Lord renewed by strength and carried me along."

FLOW OF STRENGTH
Sorneh6w, perhaps it was from the reservoir of strength 

that flowed from the mother, the child survived eight 
16ng days of this nightmare in the wilderness.

At night, the mother sat huddled to protect he child 
in her arms from the snow and the cold and to let the 
warmth flow into the feverish little body.

".Still the Lord upheld me," Mary wrote, "and we 
were both alive to see the light of the next morning."

On the ninth night, the child died.
Still the mother was able to find somewhere deep 

within her the strength to face the bitterness of the mo­ 
ment when her dead child was pried from her rold and 
stiffened arm?.

Wounded of bodv, tormented of mind, the Indians 
looked upon Mary Rowlandson with wonder.

With a humility horn of being in the presence of a 
Jiving miracle of faith which they could never understand, 
the Indians took her back to th« civilisation from which 
 he came.

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Buddhists Set 
Memorial Day

^Buddhist Churches of 
America has designated this 
Sunday as "Memorial Day" 
for the Buddhists of South 
Vietnam who gave their 
lives so that religious intol­ 
erance and injustices will be 
eliminated and freedom of 
belief will prevail.

Memorial services will be 
held at-the fifty-five member 
churches throughout the 
United States. The solemn 
observance will be held be­ 
fore altars decorated with 
flowers. Candles will be 
lighted and incense burned 
continuously for twenty-four 
hours.

Buddhist Churches of 
America will again send 
wires of appeal to President 
Kennedy and to Ambassor 
Lodge to do whatever is in 
their power to bring about 
an early peaceful settlement.

Buddhist, Churches of 
America has urged all 
churches and members to 
write to their congressmen 
and senators protesting 
against the use of American 
funds to support a govern­ 
ment that uses violence 
against, Buddhist monk a and 
nuns and desecrates sacred 
places of worship.

Buddhist Churches of 
America expresses deepest 
sympathy for the extreme 
sufferings of the Buddhists 
in South Vietnam. During 
the memorial services mem­ 
bers will express their fer­ 
vent hope that peace will be 
restored and religious free­ 
dom prevail in South Viet­ 
nam.

The Reverend Mr. Glenn 
is executive director of Faith 
Missions. Inc.. with head­ 
quarters in Bedford, Indiana, 
and with missionary out­ 
posts in Latin America, the 
Near East, and East Africa.

Emphasizing the indige­ 
nous church activity, the or­ 
ganization sponsors scores of 
native ministers, teachers, 
and students, and conducts 
an African orphange which 
cares for 175 youngsters, 
most of whom have been 
abandoned by their parents.

Thirty American adult 
missionaries and their chil­ 
dren arc sponsored by Faith 
Missions. These American 
Christians are working pri­ 
marily in Guatemala, Egypt, 
and Eritrea.

Mr. Glenn's life-giving in 
this missionary enterprise 
dates back to his birth in 
Egypt of missionary parents. 
E d u c a t e d in ICgypt and 
America, Mr. Glenn assumed 
the directorship of Faith 
Missions several years ago 
and has promoted its in­ 
crease in activity and in ex­ 
tension.
